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A Look Back 


Andover began meeting the challenges 
of the future during the past year, with ac- 
tion on five major items, according to Ac- 
ting Town Manager Sheldon S. Cohen. 

While there were many highlights dur- 
ing the year, those having particular im- 
port on the town as it progresses through 

.the 70’s include the administration’s 
movement toward providing a capital im- 
provement program, reconstituting of the 


computer advisory committee, settlement 


of the fire fighters contract negotiations, 
reorganization of the department of in- 
spections and a police survey and 
recommendations. for improvements. in 
the law enforcement division. 

In Cohen’s opinion, the moving toward 
adoption of a capital budget program will 
assist the town immensely in planning for 


the future. Early this year, at the sugges- 
tion of Selectman Richard J. Bowen, both 
the town and school departments agreed 
to formulate a capital budget program to 
provide some financial planning for a five 
year period. 

The study and report were to be ready 
for the town manager to include items

succeed Town Manager J. Maynard Austin 
who resigned under pressure. 

Without giving any details about the 
forthcoming annual budget document, 
Cohen indicated that the town’s fiscal out- 
line for the coming year will have a direc- 
tion showing a strengthening of the town’s 
capacity to carry out the responsibility of 
a $9 million a year business. 

‘‘New ideas and new things on manage- 
ment and organization’”’ will be included in 
the budget presentation to be made to the 
selectmen and finance committee in three 
weeks by the acting manager. 

The town will also have to meet 
proposals on new personnel programs, 
Cohen indicated. 

The first half of 1978 will be concerned 
mainly with preparation and carrying out 
the annual town meeting which promises 
to have a full warrant ‘‘with lots of items

Federal taxpayers should be receiving 
their 1977 tax forms 1040 or 1040A in the 
mail the Internal Revenue Service has an- 
nounced. 

The 7.4 million tax packages are to be 
delivered by Jan. 6 to taxpayers who file 
with the Internal Revenue Service Center 
in Andover. 

Director M. Eddie Heironimus said the 
Service Center expects to. process six 
million. refunds totaling $2.5 billion. In 
New England four million taxpayers are 
scheduled to receive refunds totaling $1.7 
billion and two million taxpayers in upper 
New York state some $867 million. 

Taxpayers who file early in the year will 
receive their refund checks within four to 
five weeks. Director Heironimus requests 
taxpayers use the preaddressed name, 
label and the bar-coded envelope that 
came with their. tax package to expedite 
the refunds. Use of the label and envelope 
will also reduce processing costs. 

The tax. forms have been restyled and 
several computations eliminated. The 
short form 1040A is one sheet of paper and 
IRS -has sent more taxpayers. this form 
than in previous years believing it will be 
beneficial to them. 

The Form 1040 filers will find the repor- 
table items in a logical sequence which 
eliminates the necessity of flipping from

one page to another. The biggest change 
involves. new tax tables which should 
eliminate extra calculation for .96%.of the 
taxpayers. 

To understand this change you first have 
to be introduced to a new phrase — ‘‘Zero 
bracket amount.’’ In previous years you 
may have had to.contend with computing a 
standard deduction amount, a general tax 
credit amount, and a certain amount for 
personal exemptions. This year all of 
these have been computed for you, based 
upon your filing status, and the. combined 
amount is called’ a ‘‘zero bracket 
amount.’’ For single filers this amount is 
$2,200, for married. couples filing jointly 
this amount is $3,200. and for married _per- 
sons filing separately this amount: is $1,- 
600. These amounts.are already built into 
the appropriate tax tables. 

For the.1040A filer this means that after 
entering your adjusted: gross. income. on 
your tax return, you can go straight to the 
tax table -to. find your. tax. 

If you are a: 1040 filer who itemizes 
deductions you will have to make one com- 
putation before going to the tax tables — 
you will have to subtract the zero bracket 
amount from the amount.of: your itemized 
deductions. Only the difference is deducti- 
ble from your adjusted. gross income in 
arriving at your tax table income.

Suddenly It’s Almost 
A New Year 


About thé most frequent remark to be passed within 
the next few days is, ‘‘Where did the year go,”’ or, 
“Don’t the years seem to fly by quicker each year.”’ 

And, in some ways, despite the full 365 complement 
issued via the calendar each year, the annual assign- 
ment of another year to the history books still seems to 
have happened rather rapidly. 

In Andover, years have a way of passing eventfully, 
and often an issue predominating one year continues 
through the full span of another 12 month period either 
without resolve, or still on the table. 

‘Take, for instance, the problems facing the school 
department at present, as they wrestle with the matter 
of what to do with East Junior High and also how best to 
meet a fluctuating enrollment within the existing 
buildings. 

A year ago a headline in the TOWNSMAN proclaimed 
that portable classrooms were out and considered im- 
practical to resolve problems created by declining 
enrollments. 

This year, the portable classrooms are back in the 
Picture again in school department thinking. 

East Junior high, the former Punchard high building, 
is likewise back in the news again, as school officials 
eye the structure dimly as an adequate educational 
facility to meet modern needs. 

These items, as 1977 draws to a close will be among 
top agenda items facing Andover in 1978, with appoint- 
‘ment of a school building study committee among the 
top items facing Acting Town Manager Sheldon S. 
Cohen early in the year. 

Among items which dotted the news columns in 1976 
and throughout 1977, was the progress on wrapping up 
the Sacred Heart package, so to speak. A plan was 
presented over a year ago to convert the former school 
building in Shawsheen to apartment use and allow the 
town to acquire the recreation land accompanying the 
parcel. 

This past month, a building permit was obtained for 
the renovation work by the Crowinshield Corp., of 
Peabody, which will do the work, and papersare to pass 
soon on the consummation of the total sale of the 
property by the Brothers of the Sacred Heart to 
Crowinshield and the town. 

With that problem out of the way, the town focuses its 
attention on assisting Phillips Academy with disposal of 


its Abbot campus property in a manner conducive to 

maintaining good relations with the town. 

We cannot assign this past year to the record books 
without noting the dramatic change in Andover’s ad- 
ministration in the past year. 

As of January, Andover’s third town manager, J. 
Maynard Austin, was not to be continued in office.at the 
end of his term in November, via a decision of the ap- 
pointing authority, the selectmen. 

The decision, at the time was by a majority vote, with 
one selectman, Richard J. Bowen, opposed. 

By April, that decision had been altered by electoral 
and other decisions which eventually produced three 
new members on the board. Edward M. Harris and 
Albert Cole were elected on the basis of their support 
for the incumbent manager. Allen F. French resigned 
his position after the election and Philip Salamone was 
named to serve the remainder of the term. 

Along about mid-summer a majority of the board 
found legal problems in affording the manager, Austin, 
a less than five year contract. In April, the board said it 
would give him two remaining years. 

After several weeks of discussion and negotiation, 
Austin submitted his resignation to the board and Assis- 
tant Manager Cohen was placed in the position of acting 
Manager. 

Then, Selectman Bowen was appointed a municipal 
Manager in Fairmont, West Virginia, and has an- 
nounced his seat will be vacated in time to be filled by 
the voters next March. 

Thus in the so-called quick span of 12 months, three 
new selectmen have joined the board, a vacancy has 
been announced and a change in municipal administra- 
tion has taken place. 

It seems appropriate to comment that despite the 
feeling that years pass by with amazing rapidity, it is 
obvious that much can be crammed into those 12 
months. 

Amid such observations, we feel compelled to 
reiterate that there are, in fact 12 full months and 365 
days allotted to each year, despite the rapidity of the jet 
age which seems to accompany them. 

And it is with such thought, that we express the hope 
that the 1978 allotment will produce an abundance of 
health and happiness for all.

Yet Jimmy Carter’s Ag- 
riculture Department has 
just concluded a mysteri- 
ous peanut deal. The de- 
partment has permitted a 
Georgia firm to buy 90 
percent of the govern- 
ment’s surplus peanut oil 
at a bargain price. 

The Camilla Cotton Oil 
Company of Camilla, Ga. 
Purchased 78 million 
pounds of peanut oil. This 
gave the company a throt- 
tlehold on the flow of 
peanut oil on the open 
market. Almost overnight, 
the price doubled. 

This means it will soon 
cost more for a jar of 
peanut butter or a bag of 
potato chips. The drive-in 
food chains also use huge 
quantities of peanut oil. So 
their prices will likely 
increase. 

Camilla bought the oil 
from the government 45 
days ago for 20 cents a 
pound. The wholesale price 
has already shot up to 40 
cents a pound. Peanut oil, 
it seems, has suddenly be- 
come scarce, and Camilla 
has been accused of hoard- 
ing the oil to push up the 
prices. 

There is something 
strange about the deal. 
Agriculture officials had 
promised weekly sales and 
an orderly flow of peanut 
oil on the open market. Yet 
they sold most of the gov- 
ernment stocks to one com- 
pany. They also ignored

KNIEVEL IN A HAY- 
STACK — Evel Knievel, the 
king of the daredevils, has 
announced the most spec- 
tacular stunt of his incredi- 
ble career. He will call it 
"Knievel in a Haystack.” 

He plans to jump out of 
an airplane without a para- 
chute. He will plunge 40,000 
feet — about seven and a 
half miles — into a hay- 
stack. 

We spoke to Knievel 
about the feat, and he told 
us how he expects to sur- 
vive. First, he’ll have his 
spleen removed surgically. 
Most deaths from high 
falls, he said, are caused 
by ruptured spleens. The 

removal of his spleen, he 
hopes, will reduce the 
chances of internal injury. 

But the big trick will be 
to hit a haystack from 
40,000 feet. Evel thinks he 
has this solved, too. He’ll 
have a special homing de- 
vice sewn into his chest. 
The device will zero in ona 
landing beacon on the 
ground. He’ll have 13 hays- 
tacks to choose from, but 
in between the haystacks,

William J. Dalton, an announced 
candidate for the three-year term for 
selectman in the town election in March, 
has objected to the decision of the 
selectmen to go forward with the selection 
of a new manager prior to the decision of 
the electorate. 


Dalton said this week that since there 
will be at least one new selectman, 
possibly two, he sees no need for making 
rapid selection of a new administrator for 
the town.

within his annual budget planning. 

The report is now under discussion by 
selectmen, school committee and finance 
committee and it is anticipated some 
items will be presented to the annual town 
meeting in the spring. 

Among first year items are planning 
funds for school renovations, or alter- 
natives, water system improvements, 
comprehensive planning for the town, 
traffic light improvements and highway 
projects. 

Cohen has been working closely with the 
computer advisory committee even prior 
to his appointment as acting town 
manager. 

The committee is to come up with a data 
processing system which will assist both 
the town and school departments in keep- 
ing up to date in its financial picture. 

Cohen feels that this cuts across 
numerous departments and brings the 
town and school department together in 
important ways. 

The present computer system being 
used by the town is outdated and ineffec- 
tive in keeping adequate, up-to-date 
business records. 

Settlement of the fire fighters contract 
this past year ended a long negotiation 
period, which resulted in picketing by the 
fire fighters on occasion. 

Use of civilians for desk duty at the sta- 
tion was in dispute along the way, the 
State labor relations officials finding the 
town in violation of contractural 
agreements. A court fight was avoided on 
the matter when fire fighters agreed in 
Settling the contract to accept the civilian 
dispatchers in with them for bargaining 
purposes, 

In the end, fire fighters received Salary 
increases and improved fringe benefits 
over a three year period retroactive to a 
year ago last June. 

The police report was done by an outside 
consulting firm and among other items in 
the report suggested use of one man 
cruisers for more coverage of the town.

There will be two selectmen seats open 
at the town election in March, one to fill 
the vacancy created when Richard J, 
Bowen resigns. He has been appointed city 
manager in Fairmont, West Virginia, and 
has a year remaining in his term. 

There will also be a contest for a three 
year term on the board. Philip Salamone 
was appointed by the board to fill the 
vacancy last May and has not announced 
whether he will seek a full term at the 
March election.

The report suggested changes in the ad- 
ministrative structure of the department, 
along with changes in report filing and 
maintenance and retaining of evidence for 
court presentation. 

It is anticipated that some of the 
recommendations will be included in the 
budget planning process for the coming 
fiscal year. : 

Reorganization of the department of in- 
spection services, is a new item, recently 
approved in a transfer from the reserve 
fund by the finance committee. 

Acting Manager Cohen feels that it is 
important to have a co-ordination of in- 
Spection services within the departments 
of health, planning and conservation, to 
protect the town. With Andover continuing 
to have record building, and no sewer lines 
in the areas where new houses are being 
constructed, inspection of such things as 
Septic system installation is imperative, 
Cohen points out. 

Appointment of a director of such ser- 
vices, replacing a health department 
director, will also eliminate, eventually, 
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a manager before the March election, 
Dalton said: 

“There are now two selectmen seats to 
be filled by the voters with at least one 
new selectman and very possibly two be- 
ing elected. That being the circumstance, 
it is neither fair to the new selectman 
(selectmen) nor to the new manager who 
will immediately have to serve with a 
newly constituted board. 

“I have not heard a valid argument in 
favor of choosing the new manager prior 
to the election. I am aware of no crises 


the need for outside consultant engineer- 
ing firms to assist the town. 

Cohen feels that these five areas of ac- 
tion by the town during the past year 
touched in areas which effect the manage- 
ment and organization of the town in 
preparing to meet the challenges of the 
future.
